Special Call 
For Congress 
Seen Nearer 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26—(4)— 
President Truman said Thursday 
he's thinking of calling Congress 
back into session before Nov. 27 
to deal with rent control, an ex- 
cess profits tax and other legisla- 
tion including statehood for Alas- 
ka and Hawaii. 

He wouldn’t say, however, 
whether the call may be issued be- 
fore election day. Congress itself 
has set the Nov. 27 date for re- 
assembling. Some Republicans say 
the President would be playing 
politics if he set the date ahead. 
and made the announcement be- 
fore the Nov. 7 election. 

Mr. Truman confirmed at his 
weekly news conference that a call 
for the lawmakers to come back 
earlier is under consideration. 

He said also that: - 
l1—He doesn’t expect trouble 
with the Russians in Western 
Europe this Winter. 

2—He hasn't heard of any So- 
viet atomic explosion § since the 
one he announced 13 months ago. 
3—He understands that Korea’s 
whole northern frontier will be 
occupied by South Korean troops 
only—in other words, that U. S. 
troops won't be stationed on the 
border of Communist territory. 
4—He may make a campaign 
speech or two on behalf of Demo- 
cratic candidates for the Senate 
and House. If he does, he probably 
will speak by radio from Wash- 
ington. 

Relaxed and affable, Mr. Tru-. 
man also pooh-poohed a predic- 
tion by Harold E. Stassen that the 
Administration “is getting ready 
to embrace the Chinese Commu- 
nist dictator, Mao Tze-Tung.” 

The President said Stassen 
didn't get that information from 
him. He said it must have come 
from Guy Gabrielson, the Repub-_| 
lican National Chairman. | 

The President said he was very 
sorry to hear of a Philippine gov- 
ernment statement that the Fili- 
pinos “were pikers” in graft and 
corruption by comparison with 
Americans, | 

The Philippine statement was in 
answer to charges reportedly 
made by am American economic 
mission headed by Daniel W. Bell, 
former Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The Bell report has not been 
made public.

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook said 
Thursday that the flow of illicit 
non-tax paid liquor into the State 
is the biggest and most notorious 
racket in the United States. 

He blamed the Federal Govern- 
ment for much of the violation of 
liquor laws in Georgia's dry 
counties. Occupational taxes are 
accepted in prohibition counties 
by the Federal Government, there- 
by giving “color of authority” for 
the sale of liquor in those coun- 
ties, Cook said in a talk to the 
Women's Auxiliary of the Allied 
Beverage Industries.

Five Hundred Hours for Two 


Before I go, what I want to know is: In the wrestling business, 
how does one go about convincing a bear it’s his time to lose? 


‘No one has ever convinced the Kentucky Bear that he was 
supposed to lose. Fer 4 fact, this gentleman is one of the SEC’s 
thorough football teachers. While the streets of Lexington are 
still populated on Sunday morning by straggling celebrants of 
a previous night's victory, Bryant rises with the milkman, drives 
to — office and begins preparing for his opponent of the next 
wee 


By the time Bryant and family arrive at Trinity Methodist 
Church for the 11 o'clock services, his campaign will be pretty well 
mapped. By the time his young men hit the field for the game, he 
and his staff of six will have put in 500 man hours on what the 
Wildcats are to do in the next two. 


This, of course, is not extraordinary. Every football coach 
who is successful wills his soul to pad and cleat from September 
to December. Few, however, concentrate so fiercely on his trade 
as Bryant. Whether he ever threw a Euractos americanus or 
not, the trade name fits. He’s a bear about his business. 


Perhaps, though, he is no more bearish about coaching than he 
is about what he has to coach. A national magazine just recently 
christened him “Dixie’s No. 1 Gridnapper.” He is an assiduous pur- 
suer of the football flesh who recognizes no frontiers. He feels that 
the prospect in New Mexico is Bryant game as much as the prospect 
in Lovisville. Or California, or Oregon, or Notre Dame.

There are two Harry S. Trumans. 


One is the little man who is earnestly 


doing his best to stave off another world 
war. That is the Harry Truman who laid 
down the challenge to Soviet Russia in a 
speech a few days ago at San Francisco. 
It is the Truman who from the United 


Nations rostrum at Lake Success told Mos- — 


cow in concise, every-day language what 
this country will t as a requisite to 
peaceful solution of the East-West squabble. 

This Harry Truman had the courage 
in the days following June 25 to reverse 
himself and his State Department and 
insist upon intervention in Korea. It was 
an act which turned the world tide. It 
was the toughest blow struck at Commu- 
nism in five years. 

The other Harry Truman is, in many 
respects, less admirable. It is Truman the 
cunning politician whose training came 
from association with the Pendergast ma- 
chine. It is the Harry Truman who from 
a party convention platform in 1948 an- 
nounced he was calling Congress into spe- 
cial session. It was Truman the palitician 
who in 1946 asked Congress for authority 
to draft striking railroad workers into the 


Army to force them to operate trains but 


who a little more than a year later, having 
made his peace with labor unions, was 
calling the Taft-Hartley Act a “slave bill.” 

It is the second and less admirable 
Harry Truman who now proposes to an- 
nounce before the Nov. 7 elections that he 
is calling Congress back into session about

The Governor's ‘Answer’ 


To Jimmy Carmichael 


We carry, in today’s Pulse of the Pub- 
lic, an open letter from Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge to Jimmy Carmichael. 


In it the Governor implies that Mr. Car- 
michael has changed his mind about the 
county unit system in the four years since 
he was a candidate for Governor in the 
Democratic Primary of 1946. 


It would, of course, be understandable 
if Mr. Carmichael had changed his mind. 
He would be Governor of Georgia today 
had the county unit system not been in 
effect in the ‘46 primary. Mr. Carmichael 
received a popular vote plurality in that 
race. That would have spared Georgia the 
notoriety of the two-Governor fiasco and 
it would have assured Georgia better gov- 
ernment during the past four years. 


But there is nothing in the 1946 state- 
ment which Gov. Talmadge cites, and the 
recent one he is endeavoring to obfuscate, 
to indicate any inconsistency on Mr. Car- 
michael’s part. He said in 1946 that he 
favofed the county unit system im prima- 
ries. The question on which he spoke 
Tuesday night—and on which the people of 
Georgia will vote on Nov. 7—is not whether 
the county unit system shall apply to party 
primaries. It is whether the county unit 
system will govern GENERAL ELEC- 
TIONS as a part of the Constitution of this 
State. There is a tremendous difference, 
as the Governor well knows. 


We would like to think that Mr. Car- 
michael has changed his mind and real- 
ized that the county unit system as ap- 
plied to primaries is a dangerous thing if 
only because it inevitably opens the door 
to such excesses as that which the State 
machine now proposes. 


But the question is not whether the 
county unit system shall be retained in pri- 
maries but whether it shall be applied—by 
Constitutional amendment—to general elec- 
tions. 

Incidentally, Governor, wise men change 
their minds.

Military production orders are slow in 
going out. The armed forces have not yet 
been able to spend the money already 
appropriated. More money for the mili- 
tary at this time will be largely an empty 
gesture. 

Harry Truman the politician who leaves 
no stones, however smudgy, unturned for 
votes fails to measure up to the Harry Tru- 
man the vigorous seeked after world peace.

One of the best moves to improve legislative 
procedure in the House of Representatives will 
be taken in January when copies of bills are 

member's desk the day they are introduced. Plans 
for this were made here this week by a bipartisan group of solons. 
Speaker Fred Hand, of Pelham, said the rules would de changed 
s0. as to require members to give their proposed bills to the clerk 
a day before they are introduced. Thus, the clerk can mimeograph 
copies for the full membership of the House to have for study 
from the very minute they are introduced.

This new plan also will be a boon:to newsmen covering the House. 
In the past, they have had to scramble to make notes from the 
single copy of abill while the clerk’s office was trying to process 
it and while House committees were trying to act on it.

an opportunity to read it before he is asked to recommend its 
passage or defeat. In the past, the author of the bill usually gave 
the committee his own interpretation of what this “simple bill” 
contained. . Most bills were hurriedly rubber stamped “do pass” 
by the committees with the idea each committee member could 
fight it on the floor of the House if he detected any trick phrases 
later. With all House members realizing the committees had not 
given thorough study of the bills before putting them on the 
floor, the influence of the committee action has been greatly 
weakened. 


With every member knowing the contents of every bill and 
with the Speaker planning to enforce the rules keeping unauthor- 
ized. persons from roaming over the halls of the House, the 1951 
House of Representatives will be able to give better considera- 
tion to the laws it passes. ' 


Carolina Vote Georgia, which will decide whether it wants 

to put the county unit system into the gen- 
eral election, won't be the only State voting on proposals to chatge 
its State Constitution Nov. 7. South Carolina will. be voting on 
whether to abolish the poll tax in State and municipal elections. 
Georgia a few years ago abolished the poll tax. -The few States still 
forcing citizens to pay for the right to vote are gradually coming to 
give their citizens their right of the free ballot. However, they are 
doing it by State action, and not by Federal coercion. Sen. Rus- 
sell, from this State which hasn't had a poll tax since 1944, leads 
the fight in the United States Senate against any move by the 
Federal Government to force the States to abolish the poll tax. 
It’s not the poll tax, Russell points out—it’s the principle of 
States’ rights. 


It’s come to a strange pass, that when the usually backward 
South Carolina gets ready to follow Georgia’s example in freeing 
its elections, Georgians will be asked by its State Administration 
the same day to step backward and manaclie its voters with a 
county unit system ih the general election. 


In addition to Georgia and South Carolina, 32 
Other States other States will be voting on State-wide 
propositions. They range, according to the Commerce Clearing 
House, from plans to legalize gambling in California and Arizona, 
prohibit personal property taxes in California, impose prohibition 
in Arkansas, grant soldier bonuses in West Virginia, Montana and 
Oregon, to validate the 1959 gasoline tax increase in Nebraska. 
South Carolina, with 38, and Georgia with 37 Constitutional 
amendments, lead the States in the number of proposals to be 
submitted.

The Editors: An open letter to Hon. James 
V. Carmichael: My attention has been called to 
news reports of an address yéu made this week 
before the Soroptimist Club of Atlanta vigor- 
ously denouncing the county unit system and the 
proposed Constitutional amendment to strengthen 
it by writing its provisions for all elections into 
the Constitution of Georgia. : 

As a Democrat, I am sure that you are famil- 
iar with the platform adopted by the Democratic 
Party in Macon on Aug. 9, 1950, advocating strict 
adherence to the county unit system and recom- 
mending “that its principles be extended when 
and wherever necessary to protect the rights of 
our smaller counties.” According to press reports, 
you have impugned the sincerity of the 5,000 
delegates assembled at Macon who unanimously 
proposed strengthening the county unit system 
and of the Democratic Party leaders who are 
now fighting for its adoption. 

Heretofore no one has questioned your sin- 
cerity about what you believe, but since you 
haye raised that question in regard to me and 
other loyal Georgia Democrats, I would like to 
refresh your memory about what you said regard- 
ing the county unit system when you opened 
your campaign for nomination as Governor in the 
Democratic primary, Saturday, May 11, 1946, at 
Moultrie. You said then: 

“Tl want it clearly understood by every per- 
son in Georgia that regardless of the waving 
of the bloody shirt I will never consent to a 
scheme to repeal from the laws of this State the 
county unit system.
